Thai its aihuini.strntidii is in 
guud hands is evidenced \)y tjio success 
attained — the line pusitiou in which uiir 
.iciiDol service staiichs ta-day. The hon. 
minister, the cliief superintendent aiul 
those under them, ai-e to be coiuplimetited 
on tho results of their arduous labors. 
"The end cnnvna tlie work, ' and tlie In- 
stituto has worthily hrought to a chise the 
work of the year. The paiieis road di.s- 
plftyeJ a wide knowledge of Hchodl maii- 
Hgemeiit, couplod wicli the ability to 
impart that knowledge after tho must ap- 
proved methods.

The teacher wlui 
goes coldly into hi.s wurk, satistied to "put 
in" liis allotted time and draw his month- 
ly pay, withiiiil any idea of tho great trtist 
which lias been cunlided to liini in ripen- 
ing into kiifiw ledge thi' biiys and girls of 
our land, will tiiid simiior or later chat his 
miasiini is a iailure and hia occupation 
gone, llu wiio, however, lends all tlie 
powers of his mind to his work, striving, 
in so far as in him lies, to do his honest, 
duty by his ciiargo and wlio has a iiin|)ci 
ciMiccptinn of the value of a good etkica- 
tidii and Us intliiciicu un tlu! world, will 
be amply rcjiaid by iho knowledge that 
he h/is, ill however huhible a manner, 
iinplaiited the light ni intelligence where 
before there was the darkness of ignor- 
ance. It is said that "she who rocks the 
cradle rules the world," but it is a ([uea- 
tion with us whether the school-teacher 
does not hold e(pially with her the sway. 
Wo may ».ilely acknowledge, judging by 
the last few day.s' evidence, that our chil- 
dren are in safe li.iiids. The establish - 
mont of the Institute was a happy idea. 
It tend.-i to cmiinrtol, rie aniuiig tho tuftcli- 
era. They obtain thus as they could lujt 
otherwise, a knowledge of each other and 
soon le.-irn their weak points. A.s was 
said in "Toin Brown at Rugby," and as 
many of us know from actual experience, 
a man gets his rough i)oints knocked off 
him by "kicking ag;wnst tlie rniversity 
jiricks," so in a convent ion of teacherii, 
where ideas aio freidy i^\cliangod,one is a|)t 
to see the necessity of getting I'Ut of the old 
ruts ill \slii-jh he has long fieen aiinlcsslv 
wandering, and i;eachiiig out into the freer 
and broader light of an enlarged and nn 
elfish iiitoUigenco. We Iwive no doubt 
that there results from these anniial gath- 
erings all i-nti'lf riifilUili' among the 
teaching profession which could in)tother- 
wisc be attained, in luii>py contrast to the 
oldtirccian days wlien this was achieved 
only lliriHigh sensuoiisness and bestiality. 
.1 iidging by the r.ite at wbicli the liiglu,-r 
intellectual life li.is been ai ivanciiig dur- 
ing the latter half of this iiiiieti-iuith cen- 
tury we may conlideiitly look forward in 
tho next to a repetition of that "(balden 
Ago" which was such a gloiy in tho far 
past, illuiiiined, however, in our days by 
tho lielief in a Keligioii which brightens 
the days in which we live and sanctifies 
those which are before lis. 



A RAILWAY jrAttNATE IN TROUBLE 

Steps aro being taken - so it is stated 
to have C. 1', lluntington, the railway 
iiiagiiale, indicted by the grand jury of 
the District of (joluiiibia, on a charge of 
bribing the rei)rosoiitatives and eonators 
of the United States. A precedent for 
this action is found in the recent chaige 
of ,liidgo Harrell, b) llie jury in (he trial 
of .lake .Sharp in Xevv \'ork. < )n that oc- 
casion the judge slated that that was the 
tirat time in the history of tho country 
that a bribe-giver w.ia indicted, and laid 
down the law that in order bo ccnvict it 
WAS only necessary to prove tliat tho hriln; 
offered could ho traced to the accu.sed, no 
iimtler tlirough how inanj' haiiils it passeil 
interniciliately. In his lestiiiiony Ijcfiprc 
tho I'acilie Kailnay liivestig.-itiiig (,'oni 
initlee ill Now York last April-, Jlr. liiiii- 
tiligtoii ackilowletlged lo paying oul .Sd,- 
000,000 to tho menibors of both Houses 
of C'oiigroHs in order to "explain" 
iniiltorB coniu^cted with the Central I'a- 
eilic llailw.ay. The at lorin^y-l ieiieral now 
has the niatlei- iiiidor cmisidoratiou, and 
it is buliuved that before many days Mr. 
Huntington will be given an opportunity 
to toll wlial'membei's of congress received 
this money, in order to sliow the explan- 
ation that was so necus:iary to the inter 
osts of the Central I'acilic Kailroad. Tho 
indictmont of Mr. Huntington, if it bu 
had,, will bo under tho Act of Congress, 
approved February 26th, 18f)a, whicli 
prcHoi ihoH the [loiialty of fchroo timoR the 
amount of nionoy iii 'suoh case paid and^ 
three yeara.' iinprisoninont for each nnd^ 



to Mr. Tluiitiiiyton tcHtiliod tliat a piMiii- 
inent senator of the I'.-icitic slojie miMi.-iged 
hia end nf the line in didbursing the 
inoiiey reiiuireil to ell'oct the reiiuisito ex- 
planation to his brother niuiubors of con- 
gress. If Mr. Iluntiugton.ciiiibo'believed 
this senator, and those moiribei-s ^wlfo ac- 
copted the bribes, will bo indicted under 
the same Act, riiitotl States Ki^vised Stat- 
utes, Section 5,oOO, and ,ii'e subject to tlio 
same punishment of line and iniprisun- 
ment. 

A NEW AIR «lirP. 

Dr. Do Bausett of Chicago annouiicea 
that he has so far perfected his air &\\\\t 
that he is prepared to carry a ptvrty of i.wo 
liuiidred persons to the north pide at the 
rate of seventy iiiilos an bour.afUu' taking 
a ploliniin;iry triji over Kurope and .\sia 
to imparl eonlideiice to the minds of the 
passengers. The vessel is a huge cylinder, 
to which la att^iched the passenger car. 
The ascensional force used is not gas, but 
a [lartial vacuum, anil the iiropolliiig force 
fiu- heri/.oiilal iiiotion is in coniiKMind ex- 
haust ing propellers which displ.ice about 
;iOO,000 ciiliic feet of idr a miniilc, giving 
the mean \elocity of seventy miles an 
liiuir. Dr. Itausett's scheiiio is pronounc- 
ed perfectly practicable by Mr. Colbert, 
tlio astrunonier, of the Chicago 
Tribune, and other scientists who have 
investigated the matter. Notwithstanding 
tirst-clasM seieiititic iiidiuscuioiit. Dr. 
IJausset ha.s, as yet, been unable to induce 
the Chicagoans to invest nicuiey in this 
air shij), although he oilers the magiiiti- 
eeiit inducement of a ride to tlie North 
pole in the car, free of chaise, to any one 
contributing 81,000 to tho enterprise. 
This may bo a had time toajiply to Chica- 
goans for money since so many of them 
have been skinned in the wheal pit re- 
cently, but they can hardly ailbrd tip run 
the risk of losing the distinction of having 
started on its voyage tho tirst really suc- 
cessful e.Npcdition to the North pole. It 
might bo a good idea, and one in tho in- 
terest of the public health of Chicago and 
Cook county, to put all the boodlcrs re- 
cently under arrest, (Ui bo,-ird the air 
ship and let Dr. li.uisset leave them at 
the North pole, provided the wlnde p.irly 
has not previously gone down to death in 
the waters of the circumpohir sea. 

.-\ soMP.wiiAl' nniisiial scene was wil- 
liessod in the llrilisb house of coinnions 
on tho evening of .Imu^ L'lird, last . ( )ne 
Reginald llidmead was suinmiMied to the 
bar of tho house by a mandate i.sxned by 
tho speaker to receive a reprimand Un- his 
contempt and lu'each of privilege in hav- 
ing fabricated sigiialiires to certain peti- 
ticuiM prcHcnted to the house. The special 
select comniittee appoiiileil to impiire into 
the circuinstjiiiCk'S of t he c.ise had reported 
that thu evidence against Bidmead was 
complete, and that ho had forged 1,000 
or 1.700 signatures tip \:Liippiis petitions, 
which fact Bidine.-ul ha.l al.-o c. .nl\.ss>-,l m 
a letter Icp the sipeakcr. I'lie ipuiimilteo 
further reported that the right cif pi^iition- 
ing the house of commons had, of late 
years, been subjected to serious abuse. 
When Bidmead appeared at the bar, the 
speaker told him that for cffences similar 
to his, men had boon cppinniitled to New- 
gate, not in ancient limes oidv, but with- 
in the nieniorycpf lioiip >iablf nn'mbcis now 
occupying seals in tlu- biuise. The cvpiii- 
initten, however, hiid taken a lenu'iit view 
of his ease, and had directed the .sjieaker 
only to reprimand him, which was done 
as follows:

PASSED AWAY. 



Death of Ben HoUaday at Portland— Ouce the 
Wealthiest Uan on the Coast. 

Ben Uolladay, at one time the wealth- 
iest man on the Pacilic CViast, died ..t .St. 
Vincent's hoapitid, Portland, on thee'. en- 
ing of the Sfih inst., uf a complicatimi of 
disorders. Mr. Holladay, who was a 
niitivc of Kentucky, was aged 08 years. 
His deceased wife and a yoinij^ family 
of children survive him. His lirsi wife 
and-all his children by her preceded him 
to the grave. The decea.ieil began life as 
A cattle driver and an Indian trader along 
the frontier. He passed sever.d years in 
Utah and in 1860 establisheil a pony ex- 
press and overland stage line between San 
Francisco and .Salt Lake, which was main- 
tained until the trana continental railw.iy 
was finished when it. waa diaeoiitiinu'd. In 
18GG he purchased several stuamshiiis 
from the Pacitic Mail Stoanishii) company, 
then engaged in the iiortheni trade, tak- 
ing as a partner in the entor]>riso a Mr. 
Flint. In 1802 both iSIr. Holl.ulay and 
Mr. Flint were passengers on the steam- 
ship Golden Oato going east i-in the 
isthmus. The ill-fated vessel took tiie 
while making the passage down tho Moxi- 
can coast and was totjilly ilestroyod. On 
the same voyage the Oolden Gate carried 
some ^3, 000,000 in treasure, which found 
a resting place far beneal h the waters of 
the Paciiic. Amon;^ those who found 
watery graves were Mr. Flint, Holladay 's 
partner. Holladay managed to secure a 
larg(; b(jard from tho burning vessel, 
lasiied himself .".eciircly to it and then 
cinnnitted hiiii.sell" to the mercy <if the 
waves. He was linallycastashoreand .saved. 
In 18(5:5 Mr. Holladay placed a line of 
steamers on the San Francisco and Port- 
land route, In IST'J, after constructing a 
portion of the Oie^nu iV California rail- 
road, llolliiday, l)eing in financial straits 
for a time and pi'e.ssed for moans, sold <iul 
all his steanishii) intiuests t<i tht^ i'.acilic 
Mail SteaniBhip Company, loservini,' only 
tho northern ti-ade and cjiganized the 
Oregon Steanishi]) (.'ompany, which, with 
the Oregon Steam Navigation Company, 
formed the nucleus uf the (Jrugon Hail- 
way & Navigation Company of to-day. In 
18(18 Mr. Holladay organized the Oregon 
& California Kaih(jail (.,'( ujipany, and 
issued bonds aggregating iSl(),(K)0,UOO. 
Default being made in 1874, Mr. X'illard, 
acting in the ca])aeity of agent for the 
<!erman bomlholdeis, made bis lirst visit 
to Oregon. I Ic ciiiiic tor t lie purpose (jf 
jniiking a cai efid invcsl igal ioji of I hi' j,'en- 
eral condition of the Lw(j lines of roail, 
iind to on<iuire tboiduglily into llie allairs 
of the Oregon & California Railroad (Com- 
pany. Mr. Holladay still remained in 
control of the roads nominally, as presi- 
dent; the active and act nal nianageiiienl, 
however, was placcil in tlie hands of .Mr. 
Villnrd, under the puwers and privileges 
conferred hy the (iennan bondboldi'i s. 

This arrangement continued until No- 
vember, 187(5, when Mr. Holladay, no 
longer able to control tlic managetnont of 
the roads, and being heavily indebted to 
his brother, Josepli Holladay, convcyei! 
to the latter his piivat(; properly, i',u't;ni- 
goting several hundred llKJUs/md.s of dol- 
lars. Tliis was done to secure to Jini the 
amount claimed to be due. His career 
ever afterwards tended downward. He 
lost money steadily, .VII his vaijt puter- 
prisus came to naught oriiassod into other 
hands. His last days umi euibitlereil by 
tho conduct, of bis lucjt her, who ri^fuaed to 
hand back the nroiierty he had received 
in trust, and wjuoh is now worth several 
millions of dollars! ' When about 22 years 
of ago ho W'as united in mai-riage to .Miss 
Notley Ann t,'alvert,t he daughl ei- of .) udgo 
Smith Calvert, of I'latt county, Missouri. 
.Seven children wore the fruit of thia mar- 
riage. Two of tho children died in in- 
fancy, and one dailightor was killed by an 
aooident iii Saoramento, Caltfbillia, in 
1850. The Hnildron who survived to the 
eitato of manhood and woniaidiood were: 
Hon., .Ir., Jenny Liud, .losejih and Tolly. 
MisH .Jenny about, 1871 was married lo 
Count I'ourtales, a Swiss nobleiiittn, hy 
whom ahf) hail oiie child. She died in 
June, 1873, in a pidaoo car .near Chicago, 
while c/t /oute to New York to join her 
husband. / Joseph diflti' at Ilong Kong 
■ometimei'^l^miigfthd'yeaY 1872; ' Soon af- 
t«r tbodeaUi of tlio Oounteui' Pourtales 



Mrs. Bon Ilollnday, shocked and grieved 
by the sad boreavement, passed away. This 
lady died in September, 1873. Early in 
tho '708 Miss Polly Holladay was united 
in marriage to tho Baron Do ISusslore, of 
the French nobility, and died at New 
York in the fall of 1878. Bon. Jr., after 
a long and painful illness, departed this 
life at Washiiigtou, January 2, 1877. AH 
tho bodies of the HoUiiday family have 
been deposited in the reqeiving vault at 
the Ophir farm, Westchester county. Now 
York. To have tho ronniins all re|)oso to- 
gether Mr. Holladay caused the body of 
his son .Joseph to bo brought from China 
soon after hia death. During tho year 
1874 Mr. Uolladay Vas united in marriage 
to hia second wife — Miss Esther Campbell 
of this city— who Burviveai hiin. , ,Two 
bright, handsome children are the fruit 
of this marriage -a girl aged M years and 
a boy aged !t. Since lirst couung to 
Porthuul Mr. Holladay has resided at tho 
corner of Stark and Tliird streets. Thia 
house ho purchased from Dr. R. Gilaan 
soon after his first visit to Oregon, and it 
has been his constant hotne whenever he 
has resided in Portland.

A valuable paper on "First Steps in 
Reading" by the Phoiietiosystem, wasread 
by Mr. W. CoaLham. Ho gave an ex- 
haustive deacription of the syatoin, allow- 
ing its merits. lie had made use of it in 
Ilia own ac'uool and could speak highly of 
its .idvantagea. Ho uo.xt gtive an illnatr.-i- 
tiiui of the way in which the sounds of the 
letters were evolved from words, treating 
each letter in turn. Tho sii'npl'e conson- 
ants were first dealt with, afterwards the 
more comjilex, the various sounds of each 
lelliu- being illiislraled from such words 
.■la contained lliem, .An interesting dis- 
cussion follnwed in which Messrs, Kerry 
and Sivewriglit participated, both favor- 
ing tho sentence method. 

Mr. Sivewriglit, accompanied by Mr. 
W. .-V. Levinge on the organ, favored the 
instil ute wil ll a capital song, which drew 
fiu'l h t remendoiis applause.

Now legis- 
lative enactiiienta had boon inadohj' which 
tirst-claaa licenaes were held for life, 'This 
w,-is only (lone, however, when the stanil- 
ai d hail been bioiiglil up In a properpitch, 
and iiioreovor two studies had been addeil 
— Physiology, tlio knowledge of one's self, 
and Canudiiiii Histoiy, tho knowledge of 
his country. 'The neceasily for these wore 
diluted oil, and their jirofound 
iniportiiiice shown, 'The Insiituto 
w-is next d\selt upon and its 
usefulness pointed out. It now eoutained 
upvvarda of JOO teachers, and the cunaii- 
iiiiity and good fellowship prevailing was 
most gratifying to the suiiorintoiident and 
to liiinsidf. In the abaence of a training 
school it .somewhat. answered a gie.it need, 
lie urged I he teaclier.s to take for tliem- 
aulvos tho motto "'Fxcelsior, " ami reach 
upwards,- not satisfied evim with their 
present success.
